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BARNYARD  EMMIES 


Farms  as  well  as  cities  may  have  their  underworlds,  barn- 
yard denizens  with  parasitic  ha"bits,  and  some  owners  pay  heavy  tribute 
in  the  sickness  of  livestock  and  of  members  of  the  family.     The  so-called 
barnyard  underworld  includes  parasitic  worms  of  wide  variety,  mites, 
lice,  and  deadly  bacteria  such  as  tuberculosis,  typhoid,  and  anthrax 
germs . 

These  creatures  live  and  thrive  in  such  insanitary  places 

as  stagnant  water,  muddy  barnyards,  accumulatioas  of  manure,  in  open 

wounds  on  the  bodies  of  animals,  or  within  their  bodies.     Some  animal 

diseases  may  spread  to  persons.     Other  human  ailments  are  caused  by 

water  supplies  polluted  by  barnyard  seepage. 

The  remedy,  

(Animal  pathologist)     (sanitation  specialist) 
says,  is  to  cleanup  thoroughly,  then  disinfect;  whitewash  nogpens  and 

chicken  houses;  burn  inflammable  trash;  put  ir>  concrete  for  foundations, 
feeding  troughs,  floors,  and  walks  when  possible.  Sunlight  and  ventila- 
tion are  valuable  aids. 
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
